ley Institute, Mechanicsburg, Pa. 

During the Civil War, though a mere 
boy, he was ardent in the F. deral 
caus’. He witnessed the 19:h of April 
tragedy in Baltimore, and the next cay 
appear d with an American flag in the 
l pel of his jacket, which caused him 
to be threatened with bodily harm. 
H- assisted in raising a company for 
the Ninth Maryland 'nfantry and was 
made second lieutenant. 

Ona March 15, 1890, he was appoisted 
Collector of the Port of Baltimore, and 
he held that office five years and four 
monthe, one yearand two months of 
which he served under President Cleve- 
land. He ranked among the most effi- 
cient of Collector. 

He had a fondness for literature and 
was the author of articles that ve uld 
fill eeyeral large volumes.

THE SHIRT FACTORY 


Recelves A Call From A Committee Of Salis- 
bury Business Men, Who Louk Into 
Condition Of Affairs. Scarcity 
Of Stitchers Noted. 


Upon the invitation of the General 
Manager of the Salisbury Shirt Fac- 
tory, the recently appointed com- 
mittee of business men of Salisbury, 
consisting of Messrs. R. D. Grier, C. 
R. Disharoon, Jas. E. Ellegood and 
Chas. E. Harper, visited the factory 
on Friday morning. The committee 
found in point of heat, light, ventila- 
tion and cleanliness, the management 
was to be especially commended. 
There are a great many windows 
which in addition to affording ample 
light to operators, make the rooms 
specially comfortable in summer time. 
There are no surrounding houses. 

The ironing room 
pretty well filled to its capacity. Mr. 
Weisbach stated that the difficulty was 
in securing sufficient stitchers in the 
sewing room, and that the manage- 
ment were therefore compelled to 
place a large part of their sewing out 
of the town, in order to meet the de- 
mand of the factory and give the iron- 
ing and other departments of the fac- 
tory steady work. 

The committee was informed that 
they could ‘take on at once forty to 
fifty stitchers. This would add very 
largely to the pay roll which is now 
about $1200.00 weekly, and would con- 
sequently add very much to the busi- 
ness interests of the town. This fac- 
tory is generally recognized as one of 
our most important industries. Not 
only because it gives employment to a 
large number of men, but especially 
because it affords a means of liveli- 
hood to self-respecting young ladies, to 
whom so many of the other avenues of 
earning an thdependence are closed. 
The labor did not appear burdensome 
nor the hours unreasonable. 

The committee would recommend 
that our citizens take more personal 
interest both for the interest of the 
town and for those who may be in 
need of employment.

PURE ELECTION BILL 


Introduced In Senate By Senator Moore. 
Makes It Unlawful Either To Buy Or 
Sell Votes. Full Provisions Made 
For Penalties. Betting Is 
Prohibited. 


Mr. John P. Moore, of Worcester 
County introduced a corrupt practice 
bill in the Senate Tuesday, with some 
new features. 

The bill makes it unlawful for any 
person, directly or indirectly by him- 
self or through any person: 

(a) To pay, loan or contribute, or 
to offer or promise to pay, loan or con- 
tribute, any money or other valuable 
consideration to or for any voter, or 
to or for any other person, to induce 
such voter to vote or refrain from vot- 
ing for any particular person, or hav- 
ing gone to the polls or remained 
away from the polls at such election. 

(b) To give, offer or promise any 
office, place or employment, or to 
promise or procure or endeavor to pro- 
cure any office, place or employment, 
to or for any voter, or to or for any 
other person, in order to induce such 
voter to vote or refrain from voting at 
any election provided by law, or to 
induce any voter to vote or refrain 
from voting at such election for any 
particular person or persons. 

(e! To advance or pay, ar cause to 
be paid, any money or other valuable 
thing to or for the use of any other 
person, with the intent that the same, 
or any part thereof, shall be used in 
bribery at any election provided by 
law, or to knowingly pay, or cause to 
be paid, any money or other valuable 
thing to any person in discharge or 
repayment o money, wholly or in part, 
eipended in bribery at any election. 


To Prevent Bribery. 


The second section makes it unlaw 
ful for any person, directly or indirect- 
ly, by himself or through any other 
person. 

A.—To receive, agree or contract 
for, before or during an election pro- 
vided for by law, any money, gift, 
loan or other valuable consideration, 
office, place or employment for himself 
or any other person for voting or 
agreeing to vote, or for going or agree- 
ing to goto the polls, or for remain- 
ing away or agreeing to remain away 
from the polls, or for refraining or 
agreeing to refrain from voting for any

Betting Prohibited. 


The third section makes it unlawful 
for any candidate for public office, be- 
fore or during any election provided 
by law, to make any bet or wager with 
a voter or to take n share or interest 
in, or in any manner become a party 
te, any such bet or wager, or to pro- 
vide for or agree to provide, any mon- 
ey to be used by another in making 
such bet or wager upon any event or 
contingency whatever arising out of 
such election. Nor shall it be law- 
ful for any person, directly or indirect- 
| ly, to make a bet or wager with a vot- 
er depending upon the result of any 
election provided by law, with the in- 
tent thereby to procure the challenge 
lof such voter, or to prevent him from 
voting at such election, Any viola- 
tion of this section shall be deemed u 
misdemeanor, 

The fourth section makes it unlaw- 
ful to make use of any force, violence 
or restrain, or to inflict or threaten 
the infliction by himself or through 
another person of any injury, damage, 
harm or loss, or in any manner to 
practice intimidation upon or against 
any person in order to induce or com- 
pel such person to vote or refrain from 
voting for any particular person or 
persons,, measure or measures at any 
election -provided by law, or on ac- 
count of such person having voted on 
refrained from voting at any such 
election. Aud it shall be unlawful 
for any person, by abduction, duress 
or any forcible or fraudulent device 
or contrivance whatever to impede, 
prevent or otherwise interfere with 
the free exercise of the elective fran- 
chise of any voter, or to compel, in- 
| duce or prevail upon any voter either 
to give or refrain from giving his vote 
at any such election, or to give or re- 


i 


frain from giving his vote for any par- 
ticular person at any such election. 


Must Not intimidate. 


It shall be unlawful for any em- 
ployer, either corporation, association, 
company, firm or person in paying 
their or ita employes the salary or 
wages due them to inclose their pay in 
pay envelopes upon which there is 
written or printed any political mot- 
toes, devices or arguments containing 
threats, oxpressed or implied, intend- 
ed or calculated to influence the poli- 
tical opinions, views or actions of 
such employes: Nor shall it be law- 
ful for any employer within 90 days 
of any election provided by law to put 
up or otherwise exhibit in its, their 
or his factory, workshop, mine, mill, 
boarding-house, office or other estab- 
lishment or place where its, their or 
his employes may be working or be 
present in the course of such employ- 
ment, any handbill, notice or placard 
containing any threat, notico or infor 
mation that in case any particular 
ticket or candidate shall be elected 
work in its, their or his establishment 
will cease in whole or in part, or its, 
their or his workmen be reduced, or 


other threats, expressed or implied, 
intended or calculated to influence the 
political opinions or actions of its, 
their or his employes. Any person or 
persons or corporations violating any 
of the provisions of this section shall 
be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and any persgn, whether acting in his 
individual capacity or as an agent of 
any corporation, so guilty of such mis- 
demeanor shall be punished as herein- 
after described. 

The fifth section makes It unlawful 
for an employer to influence political 
actions ‘of employes by discharge or 
promotion or intimidation in any way. 

The sixth section provides that can- 
didates shall within 80 days after an 
election file an itemized and sworn 
statement of money expended in aid 


of their election. 

The seventh section prohibits inter- 
ference with election officers in tho 
discharge of their duty. 


The Penalty. 


Persons offending against provisions 
of the first four sections of the act are 
to be competent witnesses against oth- 
er persons so offending and may be 
compelled to attend or testify at any 
trial or investigation in relation there- 
to, but the testimony so given shall 
not be used in any proceedings against 
said witness, and the person so testi- 
fying shall not thereafter be liable to 
indictment for the offense with regard 
to which his testimony has been given. 

Any person. convicted of offenses 
mentioned in the first four sections 
shall be punished by a fine of not more 
than one thousand dollars or by im- 
prisonment not exceeding a year, or 
by both fine and imprisonment. 

The bill adds the foregoing sections 
to the General Election Law as Sec- 
tions 152 to 161, inclusive, the last new 
section being a clause repealing any 
former legislation inconsistent with 
the measure , s 4

NATIONAL 6000 ROADS. 


Bill In Congress. To Appropriate $24,000,- 
000. Provides That Each State, 
County Or Town Recetving Federal 
Ad Shall Expend An Equal 

Amount. 


The Brownlow Good Roads Bill in- 
troduced in the House cf Representa- 
tives by Hon. Walter P. Brownlow, 
of Tennessee, is the subject of much 
talk by the agricultural interests of 
the country. As legislation along this 
line is in touch with one of the great- 
est needs of America, the people 
generally will wish for the bill a 
prompt enactment. The principal 
features are: 

Ist. For the creation of a depart- 
ment at Washington, with proper su- 
perintendents and employees, to take 
care of the building of these roads. 

2d. $24,000,000 to be appropriated, 
of which $8,000,000 is available each 
year for three years. 

8rd. Each state, county or town 
receiving Federal Aid must add a like 
amount to the sum received from the 
United States Government. 

This bill is undoubtedly one of the 
best if not the best of its kind ever in- 
troduced, and should receive the sup- 
port of every citizen interested in the 
problem of securing good roads. This 
country, if not the richest, is almost 
the richest, in the world, yet it has 
the poorest wagon roads. 

Except where a few states have giv- 
en state aid in building roads, the 
farmer has had to bear the whole cost 
of building and maintaining them, al- 
thongh every ton of produce going to 
cities and towns has to go over these 
roads, and the cities and towns, as a 
rule, contribute nothing towards their 
cost or maintenance. 

During the past forty years there 


has been an immense improvement in| 


railway, trolley and water transporta- 
tion, and freight rates have, in some 
cases, been lowered. Our railways 
are every year spending millions in 
improving their roads and terminal 
facilities, but in transportation by 
wagons or roads there has been hardly 
any improvement. Forty years ago 
it cost 25 cents per ton per mile to car- 
ry farm produce, lumber, etc., on a 


wagon road, and it costs rame to-day. | 


It is not the farmer's fault but his 
misfortune, that, while there has been 
a great advance in railway and water 
transportation, to which the National 
Government has largely contributed, 
he has not improved transportation on 
his roads. It is not his fault that he | 
has seen the neighboring towns grow 
richer, while his lands have not im- | 
proved in value. He does not want 
to haul his produce through deep mud 
and up steep hills, and ho would not 
do it if he could help it. The reason 
he has not a good, smooth road, free 
from ruts, stones and mud, without 
steep hills, connecting his farm with 
his market town, is simple because he 
cannot afford to pay for it unaided; 
he has not, and never will have, the 
money to pay for good roads. 

The United States Government ap- 
propriated in 1908 $32,540,199 for Riv- 
er and Harbor improvements. It has 
spent many millions in building post- 
offices, and Federal buildings in near- 
ly every largo city in the Union. It 
has protected manufacturing by a tariff 
until we have becomo the greatest 
manufacturing nation in the world, 
It pays the veterans and their families 
pohsions which amount to about $140, - 
000,000 a year. But what has the Nut- 
ional Government done for the farm- 
er? It has established Agricultural 
Colleges, Experiment Stations, made 
the head of the Bureau of Agriculture 
acabinet officer, created free rural 
mail delivery in certain sections, but 
after showing n man how to double 
the product of his farm it has left him 
unable to market the produco he has 
created because of the bad condition of 
the wagon roads. 

As a number of states have believed 
it wise to aid in the building of roads, 
would it not be wise for the United 
States Government to do so also, and 
to aid tho farmer just as it has aided 
commerce and the cities? There can 
be but one answer to this question, 
and that is yes. e 
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$200,000 Appropriation Good Roads BM 
Passes House. Suffrage Bill Through 
Senate. -Efforts To Make $350 
A Year, Minimum Teach. 
er’s Salary. 


The measure known as the Shoe- 
maker road bill, which was introduc- 
ed in the House by Dr. Hill of Prince 
George's county, passed that body 
Wednesday afternoon. It will now go 
to the Senate. It provides for an an- 
nual appropriation of $200,000 from 
the State funds, which is to be divid- 
ed among the counties of the State in 
proportion to the number of miles of 
roads in each. After the County Com- 
missioners of the respective counties 
have made a requisition for the 
amount, they must first agree to con- 
tribute half the expense of the im- 
provement. 

When those owning two-thirds of 
the property along a mile of road agree 
to pay 10 per cent of the improvement, 
the County Commissioners must notify 
the State and advertise for contracts 
for the work. After the preliminary 
work has been completed requisition 
is made on the State Treasurer for his 
portion of the expense. 

When the work is completed a Road 
Commission appointed by the State 
exercises a general supervision over 
the improved section of the road. If 
the County Commissioners fail to keep 
the improved road in repair, the aid 
of the State is withdrawn until sach 
repairs are made. In case any county 
fails to demand all the State money 
to which it is entitled, the portion 
remaining in the fund can be distrib- 
uted among those counties which 
desire it. 

To Eliminate Ignorant Vote. 


The Democratic organization meas- 
ure introduced by Senator Wilson, and 
admittedly for the purpose of elimi- 
nating negro suffrage, as far as possi- 
ble, passed its third reading and final 
passage in the Senate Thursday morn- 
ing. The final passage through the 
Senate of the most important measure 
of the Senate attracted no more atten- 
tion than the disposal of some trifling 
local bill. 

The bill received 17 votes, all Dem- 
ocratic, while the eight Republican 
Senators were solidly against it. This 
is the bare three-fifths vote of all the 
members of the body, which is requir- 
ed when a Constitutional amendment 


is to be submitted. 


Plea For State School Teachers. 


School teachers from all parts of 
the State were in Annapolis Thursday 
where they were given a hearing by 
the Legislature on the bill to make 
minimum salarics $350 a year and to 
provide for a full school term in all 
the counties of the State. The bill 
also asks for an increased appropria- 
tion for the Normal Schools at Frost- 
burg and at Washington College, on 
the Eastern Shore. 

Among those who addressed the 
Legislature were Mr. M. Bates Steph- 
ens, Stato Superintendent of Public 
Schools; Mr. Clayton Purnell, repre- 
senting the State Board; Mr. John D. 
Worthington of Belair and Mr. F. 
Eugene Wathen of Annapolis. 


To Reduce Carfares. 


Delegate Lipman of Baltimore city 
is having a bill engrossed reducing 
street car fares in Baltimore city from 
5 to 3 cents between 5 and 8 o'clock 
A. M. and 5 and 7 o'clock P. M. 

The Pennsylvania Railroad is about 
to put into effect new regulations in 
regard to shipping explosives, inspir- 
ed, it is said, by the disaster at Green- 
wood, Del., a few months ago. In 
future all explosives shipped must 
bear a large red tag or sticker, with 
the word ‘‘Explosives'’ printed there- 
on in large, black letters. Previous 
to the accident at Greenwood, car 
loads with explosives were tagged with 
a red poster, but not smaller ship- 
ments. In future all shipments, of 
whatever sizo or kind, must have 
these red tags.

If kept 
out of the sun such a contrivance 
will last a lifetime.

table washer for household use, The 
ends of the cylinder are cut out of 
Inch borrd and are twelve inches in 
diameter The shaft rars through and 
has collars, to whith the ends of the 
cylinders are futenod to ho'd them 
firm.

tration, Five of thes are fastened to 
gether, and form the lid to the aper 
ture through which articles are admit- 
ted.

I sometimes fear that many Chris- 
tian people talk too much about carry- 
ing across, and not enough about 
wearing acrown. But the Bible speaks 
far more of a crown than it does of a 
cross. Do you wish to know how much 
more? Well, thrice more. That 
makes religion one-third cross and two- 
thirds crown. No, I mistake. Out 


in the New Testament twenty-two ref- 
erences mean the Cross of Christ, leav- 
ing only six that pertain to the Ohris- 
tian, those six references being still 
further narrowed down to two, for two 
of them are repeated in three of the 
Gospels. Many of the crowns mention- 
ed also belong to Christ, but the most 
of them are for the heads of God's 
saints. More sunlight than shadow. 
More bright skies than skies storm- 
tramped. More roses than thorns, 
More smiles than tears. More crowns 
than crosses. Religion beautiful. 

Why it seems to me that the Chris- 
tian life grows more radiant every 
day. Each time I open my Bible I 
discover some new beauty. I used to 
wonder at the joy of some persons ov- 
er their experience in spiritual things. 
Now I have ceased to wonder. Ask 
seriously what religion really is. Ask 
David, and he will answer you with 
a shepherd psalm all quivering with 
the melody of harp strings. Ask Isaiah, 
and he will answer you with a sub- 
lime poem. Ask Paul and Silas in 
prison gt Philippi, and they will an- 
swcr you witha song in the night. 
Ask the Apostle John, and he will an- 
gwer you with an Apocalypse. Ask 
John Bunyan in old Bedford jail, and 
he will answer you with a dream of 

heaven. There are thousands upon 
thousands of witnesses. Ask all of 
these. I hear many of their voice» 
today— voices out of dungeons; voices 
from dens and caves of the earth; 
voices from the rack and the stake of 
martyrdom; voices from chambers of 
sickness; voices from death beds; | 
voices every where; and all saying of) 
the Christian life, ‘‘ Beautiful! Beau- 
tiful!" | 
If you have not found religion so, | 
my friend, then the reason of your 
failure must be in yourself. Are your 
feet in the right road? When Bun- 
yan's pilgrims forsook the King's 
highway, climbing over a stile, and 

thinking to save a few steps along a 

path that seemed to be more inviting 

than the one they had been pressing, 

they learned to their sorrow that they 

were trespassing upon the grounds of 
Giant Despair. Seized by the giant's 
rough hands, they were shut up with- 
in the walls of Doubting Castle. 

It is exceedingly dangerous to leave 
the road of piety for any worldly way, 
however pleasant to the eye that way 
may appear. If you wish the joy and 
peace of the Christian life, you must 
not stray from Him who haa promised 
to lead you in the paths of righteous- 
nesr. Keep close to the great Shep- 
herd, if you would lie down in the 
grass green pastures of a happy exper- 
once of religion. Too many Chris- 
tians hang around the flesh- pots of 
Egypt. There are too many that build 
up their interests in Sodom. No child 
of God can have a true title to the 
real estate of any Babylon. A Chris- 
tian's deed calls for a mansion in the 
skies. His old life has been exchang- 
ed for a life that is now.

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SERMON- 


FRANK DE WITT TALMAGE, D.D., 
Pastor of Jefferson Park Presby- 
terian Cherch, Chicage 


Los Angeles, Cal., Feb, 28—In this 
sermon the preacher makes a strong 
appeal, against the evils of race and 
social prejudice and in favor of candid 
and friendly dealings with each other 
In all the relations of life. The text is 
John iv, 4, „And he must needs go 
through Samaria.” 

No man's education is complete un- 
less he has traveled. There is a higher 
diploma than that of Yale, Harvard, 
Princeton, Oxford, Cambridge, Heldel- 
berg or the University of Paris. The 
rough diamond must be cut and pol- 
ished before it can sparkle and glit- 
ter and flash. The scholar's ragged | 
metal edges should be smoothed off by 
personal contact with those peoples 
whose histories he bas been studying 
as a recluse and as a delver in musty 
tomes, 

The word “Venice” has for the most 
of us a poetic significance, but the 
name never has its full charm for any 
| but those. who have floated in a gondola 
under the moonlight along the canals 
of that queenly city and haye listened 
to the lover wooing his mistress in mu- 
sic so soft and sweet -that its echoes 
blend with the dip of the oars and 
gradually melt into silence. The most 
realistic picture ever photographed 13 
seen with the naked eye when, with 
the mountains underfoot, we sweep the 
horizon and have cities for landmarks 
and pyramids for statuary and conti- 
nents for gardens; where the mighty 
rivers off ln the distance look like sil- 
ver threads webbed together, and 
where the fleeey clouds drifting over 
the hills look like great flocks of white 
woolly sheep pasturing upon the heav- 
enly hillsides of blue. 

No man ever caught the full inspira- 
tion of Gray's elegy unless be has been 
able to dream his dreams within the 
little hedged in burying ground of 
Stoke Pogis and under the evening 
shadow of the ‘village church spire 
has seen the poet's “urn” and his “sol- 
dier’s grave” and the last resting place 
of his “youth-unknown to fame“ and 
has heard at sunset “the lowing herds" 
wandering back for the evening milk- 
ing. So to fully realize this scene in 
which our Lord’s interview with the 
woman took place one “must needs go 
through Samaria.” I remember well 
that hill once crowned with the capital 
of Samaria at the foot of which still 
grow the descendants of those far 
famed olive groves, and whose path- 
ways are still resonant with the per- 
sonal histories of an Omri, an Ahab, a 
Ahaziah, n Jehu, a Jehoahaz, a Joash, 
a Herod Antipas, a Herodias, a John 
the Baptist and the evangelist Phillip. 
I cannot portray that scene so grand 
ond majestic in Its lonely beauty, but 
I would have you realize some of the 
circumstances which gave special sig- 
nificance to that momentous journey 
of our Lord and present some of the 
reasons why “he must needs go 
through Samaria.” 

Jesus“ Journey Through Samaria. 

One reason, I think, was that Jesus 
wished to reprove racial antipathy. The 
Samaritan colonists were Interlopers. 
They were not indigenous to the soll. 
After the Shalmaneserian conquest the 
Assyrian king carried away ten out of 
the twelve Hebrew tribes into captiv- 
ity. Then, the eastern conqueror bav- 
ing depopulated the best part of the 
land “flowing with milk and honey,” 
he repeopled it with his own followers. 
In other words, the Assyrian king gave 
to his own followers a right to settle 
upon and cultivate and own that land, 
just os King James I. gave a charter 
to William Penn for the American tract 
of land now called Pennsylvania and 
Charles 1. gave n charter to Lord Bal- 
timore to take possession of the present 
state of Maryland, to be settled by bim 
und his Catholic friends. After the 
Jews had returned from the Babylo- 
nish captivity and had rebuilt the Jeru- 
salem walls and temple they wanted 
to drive out these foreign colonists 
from the garden spot of Palestine, But 
they could not. Year after year, decade 
after decade and century after century 
the Samaritans held on to the région 
lying directly between Judæa, or north- 
ern Galilee, and the Jerusalem capital. 
There they dwelt, ready to slay any 
Jew or collection of Jews who attempt- 
ed to molest them. There they contin- 
ued to dwell. Euch year the batred 
between the two racea grew more bit- 
ter and mortal. 

Though the Samaritan and the Jew 
for centuries und Ilved side by side, 
yet they hated each other only ns a 


| Carthaginian could hate n Roman, a 
| Moor could bate a Castillan, a Turk 


could hate an Armenian, u 
Aztec could hate n Spaniard. These 
two peoples hated cnch other unto 
death, yet when Jesus, with the object 
of setting ut rest the invidious com- 
ments of the Pharisees on his rivalry 
of John the Baptist, left Juden for bis 
home in Galilee he decided to pass 
through Samarin, He did so, though 
he was fully aware of the fact that 
every man, woman and child In Sa- 
marin hated the Jow as every Jew 
bated the Samaritans, 
All Allke to the Saviour, 

By tliat journey Jesus sald to all 
mankind: “The man with the flattened 
nose and the thick lip of the negro and 


Mexican 


| With the aquillne nose of the Hebrew 


and with the low forehead of the Aus 
trallan aborigines and with the calve 


lesa limb of the Bengulf and with the 
stunted stature of the Eskimo and 
with the herculean form of the Saxon 
and the gigantic Slav are all brothers. 
The Jew has no right to hate the Ba- 
maritan; neither bas the Samaritan a 
right to hate the Jew." 

But, though the Samaritan should 
love the Jew and the Jew love the Ba- 
maritan, just study how the old racial 
prejudices agalnst the Hebrew race, 


uns n venomous serpent with its slimy 


toils, has come wriggling down through 
the ages. Why is that ely dressed 
and courtcous gentleman refused ad- 
mittance into some of the leading hotels 


of Saratoga and New York? Tle is a! 
“Jews: Why was Alfred Dreyfus sent 
to Devil's island to be more inhumanly 
treated than any government would 
allow any man to treat a dumb brute? 
He was a Jew. Why the clannishness 
of the ghetto? Because.the gentile by 
sneers and, scoffs refuses to associnte 
with the Jew; therefore the Jew finds 
most of his associations with the Jew. 
Why the public ridicule against a class 
of men who are the greatest financiers 
and masters of barter and gain of the 
world? Because for centuries the Jew 
had no way of making a living except 
through barter and gain and as a 
money lender. He could not hold land, 
for the princes and the people would 
rob him of his land, He could not go 
into statecraft or into the army, be- 
cause there he was not allowed to go. 
Though social recognition in certain 
regions is now accorded to tlie Hebrew 
race, as the British house of lords has 
been opened to them, yet even today a 
strong barrier to social preferment is 
the fact of a man belonging to that 
race, a representative of which Shake- 
speare immortalized in Shylock. the 
cruel and remorseless creditor. 
Obliterate Social Prejudice. 

I contend that racial prejudice is op- 
posed to the spirit of Christ and Chris- 
tianity, and I base my belief, first, on 
this journey that our Lord took through 
Samaria; secondly, on account of the 
lesson which Christ taught In the para- 
ble of the “good Samaritan.” which he 
spake unto the shrewd lawyer who was 
trying to entrap him by n series of 
catch questions; thirdly, 1 plead for 
this obliteration of social prejudice be- 
cause the Jew is not only as honest as 
the gentile, but mentally, morally und 
physically is in every way his equal, if 
not his superior. Equal in honesty: 
Benjamin F. Butler a few years before 
his death gave this testimony: “For 
forty years, save one, L have been con- 
versant with the criminal courts of 
Massachusetts, and I have never yet 
had a Hebrew client. Thinking this 
matter over as I was coming home, I 
met the learned judge of one of the 
highest courts, and he bore witness 
with me to the same effect. He, nel- 
ther at the bar nor on the bench, had 
ever seen n Hebrew arraigned for 
crime.” Governor Vance of North Car- 
olina when in office pardoned a Jew 
because he was the first Hebrew who 
had ever been arraigned and convicted 
for crime in all the history of the 
state. Where there was one North Car- 
olinn Hebrew thief there had been ten 
thousand gentile criminals. Am I not 
right in saying that the Hebrew is as 
honest as the gentile? 

Jew and Gentile Equal. 

Equal is the Jew to the gentile in 
the sweetness ond purity of his do- 
mestle life. Not only are they falthful 
as a race as husbands and wives, but 
they are also irreproachable in their 
relations as parents nnd children, You 
never benr n Hebrew girl insulting 
her mother. You never see n Hebrew 
son altting In the presence of an old 
father when that father has to stand. 
Fillal duty is always practiced In the 
Hebrew home. The Hebrew fireside 
is as pure and noble as any gentile 
fireside. 

Equal ls the Jew to the gentile in 
reference to brains and philanthropy, 
as well as purity and honesty. Who 
were Meyerbeer and Mendelssohn, 
among the greatest of composers? Jews. 
Who were Benedict Spinoza and Baron 
Rothschild? Jews. Who was the might- 
lest opponent of William E. Gladstone 
and the favorite prime minister of all 
the Victorian era? Benjamin Disrnell, 
a Jew. Who was Judah P. Benjamin, 
whom the great senator of Missouri, 
George Vest, declared was the best 
mentally equipped man he ever knew 
in public life and who ofter the civil 
war became the lender of the London 
bar? A Jew. He was, like Sir George 
Jesse] and Moses Montefiore and Baron 
Hirsch, a Jew. Ob, my friends, on 
aiccount of the gospel teachings, on ne- 
count of the bonesty and purity of the 
Jew, let us try to break down the clan- 
nishness of the ghetto. Let us try to 
do this not by social prejudice, but by 
learning to welcome the Jew Into our 
homes ns we would be willing to wel- 
come an Itallan, a Frenchman, an 
Englishman, a Scotchman, n Russian 
or a Swede. Let us break down the 
clannishness of the ghetto by going 
fortb with brotherly love to greet the 
Jew as Christ the Hebrew went to 
visit the Samaritans. 

Why Jesus Revealed Himself, 

A second reason, I think, why Christ 
must needs go through Samaria was 
that he wished to reprove a social 
prejudice. He held converse on that 
journey with a notorious female out- 
cast, She was not a “respectable” sin- 
ner. By that I mean she was not one 
of those able to travel forbidden paths 
and yet cover up her sinful tracks so 
that the world's prying cyes did not 
‘pee them. She was not n hypocrite, 
living two separate Iives—one life 
which made ber outward reputation 
good and another life which showed her 
inner character to be bad, She did not 
sin In secret. She sinned openly. She 
was like the far fumed Catherine of 
Russia, she was ke ex-Queen Isabella 
of Spain, she was us vicious os Cleo- 
patra of Alexandria, whose poisonous 
blood ought to have choked to death 
the fatal aap which she once hugged 
against her white skin. She was one 
who not only openly sinned, but bonst- 


fully und deflantly seemed to glory In 
her siu. To show her that he knew 
bow stained was her life Christ said 
unto her: Thou bast well said, I have 
no husband. For thou hast had five 
husbands, and he whom thou now hast 
Is not thy husband.“ She was a wom- 
an at that time living in open adultery, | 
Yet It was to such a social outcast as 
thin that Christ offered the “water of | 
Ute.“ It was to such a human being, 
as this that Jesus revealed himself and | 
permitted her to become n gospel mes- 
senger to summon her people to hear 
his discourse, | 
* Do as Christ Did. | 

O ye evnngellists and gospel preach- 
ers, why do we spend most of our time 
trying to offer the “bread of life” only 
to the “respectable” sinners of society, 
who will not receive 4t? Why do we 
wot do as Christ did—go Into the en- 
emy's country and talk with the out- 
casts by the Samaritan well, who are 
, willldg—oh, go. willling—to receive the 
cone if we only go to them in Christ's 
name? Like the Samaritan woman, | 
have not the greatest sinners believed 
in Christ and sometimes become the 
E of tile disciples and. martyrs? 
yė not the Peters who denied him 


the greatest persecutors of his follow- 
ers been willing to seal their testi- 
mony for Christ with their lifeblood? ' 

Who was Richard Baxter, who wrote 
“Saint's Rest?“ Once a notorious sin- 
ner. Who was John Bunyan, the 
dreamer of immortal dreams? Once a 
notorlous sinner, Who was Father Tay- 
lor, the great sallor preacher of Bos- 
ton? Once n notorious sinner. Who 
were Harry Munroe nnd Jerry Mc- 

Auley nnd Peter Cartwright and John 
3omerville nud John B. Gough? Al 
nce notoriona sinners, Ah, it is worth 
while for us to take n long journey if 
we can only send, forth a “woman of 
Samaria” us n messenger of Jesus 
Christ. It is worth while to go long 
distances—aye, n very long distance— 
if, like the good Ananias, we can only 
say to the chief of sinners, “Brother 
Saul, the Lord, even Jesus that appear- 
ed unto thee in the way as thou cam- 
est, hath sent me that thou mightest 
receive thy sight und be filled with the 
Holy Ghost.“ It is far easier for Jesug 
Christ to Save a seventy deviled sinner 
who knows that he is, all wrong than to 
save n so called “respectable” sinner 
who thinks that he Is all right. 

Christ was the Saviour of the social 
outenst at the Samaritan well. Let 
the strames fuct remains that most 
Christian evansellsts seem to net upon 
the supposition that it s easier to save 
the so called He’ sinner than the 
big. Wers an to be unwiiling to hed 
out after tue ontensts. r. Beecher in 
one of Lis®seriuons tells how a reform- 
eq eriminal an ex-convict, who had! 
heen a connterfeiter, once came to him | 
in complete discouragement. Ir. 
Beecher,” said he. “the good people 
will not have anything to do with me. 
I seem to receive sympathy from none 
Dnt the worst of folks Gh. ye work- 
ers for Jesus. the “bread of 
life’ to these whe know they are hun- 
gered sul “water of life’ to those 
who know they are athirst! Seek the 
seventy deviled social outeasts down by 
the Summritan well.

religious. prejudice, The disciples of | 
John the Baptist nnd of Jesus were fn 
tagonistic and jenlous of cach other, 
just as the Episcopalians and the Puri- 
tuns were bitter during the third year 
of the Plymouth settlement, They 
were bitter in the same way that the 
Established Church and the Methodists 
were bitter against each other during 
John Wesley's life. They were bitter 
as the Baptists and the Presbyterians 
were bitter against each other in this 
country 100 years ngo. The disciples 
of John the Baptist angrily declared 
that John had baptized more followers 
than Jesus Christ, winie the Tollowers 
of Jesus angrily replied that Christ had 
baptized more disciples than John. It 
was In order to stop this bitterness that 
Jesus left Judiea and started north to- 
ward Lake Galilee and went by the 
way of Samarin. Christ was ready to 
do almost anything to stop the Internal 
dissensions among those who would ul- 
timately accept him as their Saviour 
and their Christ. Cannot we all realize 
that no church can rightly accomplish 
a sanctified glorious work for the Mas- 
ter unless that church has complete 
gospel harmony within its own ranks? 
Absolutely necessary is it for Chris- 
tlan people to love one another before 
they can as a church welcome the man 
of the world {nto their midst with the

AN INDTAN'SCOUTS 


BRAVERY 


The recent visit of Lieut..Gen. Miles 
to Oklahoma and his retirement from 
the command of the United States 
Army brings into prominence again 
that old army scout, who annually 
visits Gen. Miles in Washington, 
Amos Chapman, of whom Miles says: 
“Chapman performed one of the brav- 
est deeds in the annals of the army.” 

Amos Chapman now lives out in 
Woods County, in western Oklahoma, 
where, when the Cherokee strip was 
opened to settlement, he took a claim 
near “Cottonwood Lake. He fre 
quently appears in Alva and other 
larger west side towns on busi- 
ness with the Government land offices, 
but as a rule he sticks close to his 
claim, except during the time of his 
sojourn with his old commander in 
Washington, 

Chapman is one of that fast dis- 
appearing type of men who lived in 
the Western country when it was not 
safe to venture far from the scattered 
army posts. He ls one of the most 
celebrated Indian scouts now living 
in the Southwest, coming to Okla- 
homa first in 1868, when Gen. Custer 
was operating against the Cheyennes, 
Arapahoes, Commanches and Kiowas. 
Prior to that time Chapman was in 
the employ of the Government as 


į courier and scout at Forts Harker, 


Larned and Dodge in Kansas. At 
Fort Supply, Oklahoma, Chapman was 
chief of scouts for years, his employ- 
ment ending when the fort was aband- 
oned by the Government a few years 
ago. He is chiefly noted for the fight, 
in which he was a main feature, with 
the Cheyennes and Arapahoes at a 
point near the Antefope hills along 
the western Oklahoma-Texas border, 
in which battle he lost a leg. This 
occurred in 1874, when Gen. Miles was 
conducting a punitive campaign 
against these Ir dans. 

Gen. Miles, with the main force, 
was near what was then known as 
Canon Blanco, and the rations running 
short, Chapman and four soldiers were 
sent back toward Fort Supply to in- 
tercept the supply train and guide it 
to the command. On the morning of 
the second day after leaving Gen. 
Mlles's command the party of five 
was attacked at daylight just north of 
the Antelope hills by a large body of 
mounted Intlians, Every horse be- 
longing to the soldiers was killed at 
the first fire, and one of the soldiers, 
William Dixon, was wounded in both 
shoulders. An attempt by the party 
to reneb the crest of a hill was inter- 
cepted by the Indians; who rode be- 
tween the solders and the hills, but 
another attempt, this time to reach a 
bufalo wallow, was su cesstul, all but 
Dixon reaching it in safety. A num- 
ber of Indians were killed and the 
remainder withdrew out of rifle range. 
All the packs were lost with the 
horses, but a German soldier with the 
party had a hunting knife, and with 
this he threw up breasworks for the 
protection of the men. Chapman turn- 
ed his attention to the rescue of DIX- 
on, whose wounds prevented him 
from reaching the wallow. He reach- 
ed Dixon safely, and, with the 
wounded man on his back, started 
again for the wallow. Several times 
he allowed his burden to slide to the 
ground in order to shoot at the In- 
dians, who would come in close range 
and fire at the two men, When with- 
{n a quarter of a mile of the wallow, 
however, Chapman was struck by a 
bullet on the shinbone of the right 


Jog and the bone shattered, and im- 


mediately another struck him on the 
right ankle. Still, Chapman did not 
give up, but clutching the soldler's 
blouse in one hand, he continued to 
drag Dixon until he reached the wal- 
low, Chapman crawling ahead and 
stopping at Intervals to tire at the In- 
dians, who would approach too close 
for safety In the shallow hole 
scooped out by the German the 
wounded were placed. Chapman, In 
addition to his wounds, had two bul- 
let holes through his hat and three 
through his coat. 

Dixon died early the next morning, 
and for five days the four men held 
off a band of Indians estimated at 50 
strong. At any time a charge by the 
Indians would have ended the fight, 
but they knew that in attempting it 
some of them would be killed. Dur- 
ing all these five days the men were 
without food and for two days witb- 
out water, but on the third day a 
good rain feil, thus relieving their 
sufferings so far as thirst was con- 
cerned. All four were wounded dur- 
Ing the fight. On the afternoon of 
the fifth day the soldiers saw the In- 
dians hurriedly ride together and 
scamper swiftly awry. and within a 
few minutes four troops of cavalry, 
commanded. by Major l'rice, camo In- 
to sight. <A brief skirmish with the 
Indians followed, resuiting in victory 
for the troops and the rescue of Chap- 
man and his companions, Dixon was 
buried in the buffalo wallow where 
the tight had been so bitter. When 
rescued, Chapman and his men had 
but one ritle cartridge left, together 
with several rounds of revolver am- 
munition, and Major Price had no food 
for them excepting mule meat. With 
Chapman and the other wounded men 
on horseback, the march was resum- 
more .the 
supply train was located and guided 
to Miles's headquarters. 

Twenty days later, by order of Gen. 
Miles, Chapman was removed to Fort 
Supply, where his right leg was am- 
utated. He remained in the hospital 
just shealeys, and within a month was 
again in the saddle. It was of tho 
fight In the buffalo wallow and the 
rescue of the wounded man by Chap- 
man that Gen. Miles made the state- 
ment referred to nbove, that “Chap 
man had performed one of the brav- 
ent deeds in the annals of the army.“
